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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has amended claims 44 and 64 to recite 
a movable component including means for holding the implantable medical device (or dosage form). This is insufficient to overcome the 
rejections under Shah and Zuellig. The Examiner notes that Paragraph [0039] of the Specification states that the "movable component can 
comprise ANY STRUCTURE OR DEVICE FOR SUPPORTING, HOLDING, OR RETAINING one or more sample carriers, and which is 
capable of being driven to reciprocate, rotate or otherwise move witihn the container withour breaking the sealed state of the container... 
For these purposes movable component can comprise a sample carrier holder or support member and a drivable component....". Applicant 
then defines the sample carrier support member in Paragraph [0040] saying that it can "comprise a basket, disk or netting...". Given 
Applicant's own disclosure from Paragraphs [0039] and [0040] equating supporting and holding, the Examiner fails to see how the amended 
claim term "means for holding" is different than the previous "means for supporting". The "means for holding" would include all of the 
examples from Paragraph [0040] that have been cited in the previous rejections. Applicant has also argued that Shah doesn't teach 
holding an object in the filter and teaches an entirely different approach to sample dissolution. These are intended use arguments. 
Applicant has argued that Shah is not capable of holding anything, but the Examiner disagrees and notes that the passage from Shah cited 
by Applicant simply states that the filter remains clean from particles. 
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
